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PREFACE. 


Turs is believed to be the first attempt to bring together the pedigrees of the family 
ef Hunter of Abbotshill and its various branches so far as they are now ascer- 
tainable. 

In compiling these genealogies the following authorities have been consulted : 
Robertson's ‘Ayrshire Families,’ Paterson's ‘History of Ayrshire,’ and Burke's 
‘Landed Gentry,’ besides private documents in the possession of various members 
of the family. 

. There appears to have been a long-standing tradition that the family were 
descended from the Hunters of Hunterston, in Ayrshire, and in the various grants of 
arms made to members of the family from time to time it will be noticed that that 
statement has invariably been made. The tradition does not appear to be based on 
any positive evidence. It is, however, a remarkable fact that John Hunter, fifth of 
Abbotshill, described himself as ‘ descended of the family of Hunterstoun’ when 
matriculating his armorial bearings at the Lyon Office about the year 1685. At that 
period, at any rate, there should have been no doubt about the matter. 

The late Mr. Robert Hunter of Hunterston, who died in 1880, was much 
interested in the pedigrees of his family, and caused a thorough investigation to be 
made by a lawyer of repute, assisted by a distinguished genealogist, into the family 
history without being able to trace any evidence of the connection of the two 
families. The result of the inquiry is preserved at Hunterston, and a copy of the 
pedigree* can be seen at the Advocates’ Library, Edinburgh. 

* ‘The Pedigree of Hunter of Hunterston, or, Of that Ilk, compiled from State Records, 
Exchequer Rolls, Parish Registers, and other Public Authorities, and from Charters, Family Docu- 
ments, and Private MSS. in the possession of Robert Hunter, Esgq., of Hunterston, 1863.’ 


In this pedigree it states that Kentigern, or Mungo, Hunter, sixteenth Laird of Hunterston (who 
was killed at the Battle of Pinkie, September 10. 1547),-left two sons— 


1, Robert, who succeeded him. 

2. John, who married Janet Lindsay, as is set forth in the Commissary Records of Glasgow» 
where there are many entries in February and March, 1590, and on March 25, 1591. 
He is also repeatedly named in the Register of Decreets of the Lords of Session from 
1594 to 1596, and in 1595. ‘In the same Register of Decreets Marion Hamilton is 
named as his mother, «and Robert Huntar is called his son. In all these very 
voluminous proceedings, and in the numerous documents of the period, no mention is 
made of James Huntar, who married Janet Neil, the ancestor of the Abbotshill 
family, who, as Robertson affirms, “és supposed to have been a younger son of Mungo 
Hunter of Hunterston, who, in 1547, was killed at the Battle of Pinkie,” and from 
whom, according to Burke, more than one family of the name are descended.’

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A similar and equally unsuccessful attempt was made by the late Mr. W. F. 
Hunter-Arundell of Barjarg. 

At the same time, besides the above statement made by John Hunter c¢. 1685, 
there undoubtedly appears to have been a certain amount of reason for admitting the 
connection between the two families, as, according to Paterson's ‘ History of Ayr- 
shire’ (first edition), vol. ii., p. 134, it is stated that Robert Hunter, the eighteenth 
Laird of Hunterston, who died 1616, having no issue, ‘settled his estate on the 
husband of his nicce, Jean Cuninghame, who married Patrick Hunter (son of William 
Hunter, of Binberry-Yards, parish of Ayr), great grandson of Mungo of that Iik, as 
appears from a charter in the possession of the present Hunterston.' Again, Paterson, 
in vol. i., p. 204, says: ‘5. William (youngest son of James Hunter, fourth of 
Abbotshill) got Bynberry-Yards. He married, in 1667, Anna, daughter of John 
Adau.son, of Woodlands.’ It would therefore appear to be somewhat strange that 
the latter, a younger son of an Abbotshill Hunter, should have inherited Bynberry- 
Yards if he had not somehow been related to the husband of Jean Cuninghame. 

But the difficulty now arising in tracing pedigrees with absolute certainty is 
undoubtedly caused, as a writer in Notes and Queries once said, by the fact that ‘ the 
old heralds rarely entered into details as to any but those who continued the line, 
and it not infrequently happens that the daughters, and sometimes the younger sons 
also, are omitted altogether.’ 

In compiling the pedigrees here given, my thanks are due to Mrs. Hunter- 
Arundell, of Barjarg Tower, for kindly allowing me to go through the manuscripts 
at Barjarg, also to her grand-nephew, Mr. H. W. F. Wadd, for much valuable 
assistance; to Miss C. C. Hunter, for help in the Doonholm branch; to the Rev. 
Sir David Hunter-Blair, Bart., who went through the Blairquhan records; to Major 
Patrick Hunter, late of Auchterarder; and to Mr. Charles Stewart, W.S., who 
helped me greatly with information about the Thurston pedigree.

HUNTER OF ABBOTSHILL AND BARJARG 


ABBOTSHILL (AyRsHIReE). 


Witu the exception of a few of the farm buildings, nothing now remains of the 
old house at Abbotshill, once a seat of the Hunter family. 

The lands of Abbotshill, situated about four miles south of the town of Ayr, 
originally formed a part of the possessions of Crossraguel Abbey, in Ayrshire. They 
were acquired by James Hunter from Alan Stewart, Abbot of Crossraguel, by a charter 
dated May g, 1569. 

The last of the family to reside here was the Rev. Andrew Hunter, D.D., 
who sold the property in £772, and purchased Barjarg Tower in Dumfriesshire. 


BARJARG TOWER (DUMFRIESSHIRE). 


Barjarg is an old Border tower, or keep, near the banks of the river Nith, in the 
parish of Keir, about three miles from Auldgirth. It formerly belonged to the Earl 
of Morton, from whom it was acquired by Thomas Grierson, under date April 27, 
1587, and confirmed by King James VI., August 1, 1589, and among other lands 
that of Parkjarg (Barjarg) in the lordship of Keir. 

He married Helen Crichton, and had three sons. This Thomas Grierson was 
alive in 1630. Towards the end of the seventeenth century one of the Griersons was 
married to Charles Erskine, afterwards Lord Justice Clerk, and he purchased the 
estate of Tinwald, and on his appointment as a Lord of Session, in 1742, he assumed ° 
the title of Lord Tinwald. He planted many of the trees now at Barjarg, and 
notably a fine silver fir at the back of the house, which came from Tinwald in 1731. 
In 1836 this tree was gi feet in height, but has not apparently increased much 
since. Not far from the house the finest oak in Dumfriesshire is to be found. On 
the death of his father-in-law, Lord Tinwald succeeded to the estate of Barjarg, and 
took up his residence there. He was the third son of Sir Charles Erskine, of Alva, 
fourth son of John, eighth Earl of Mar. In 1748 he purchased his paternal estate 
of Alva, and died April 5, 1763. His only surviving son, James Erskine, succeeded 
to the estate of Barjarg, and which he sold to the Rev. Andrew Hunter, D.D., of 
Abbotshill, Ayrshire, in 1772. On Mr. Erskine being appointed a Lord of Session 
in 1761, he took the title of Lord Barjarg, which he afterwards changed to Alva. He

LINEAGE. 


I. James Hunter acquired the lands of Abbotshill, in the parish of Ayr, from 
Alan Stewart, Abbot of Crossraguel,* by a charter dated May 9, 1569 (witnesses: 
John Cunningham in Little Clingan, John Hunter in Corton, and Thomas Ferrie in 
Riddingrood). He was also lessee in Little Cortoun, Barony of Alloway. He was

William Hunter in Bloomsberry-Yards was witness to the Charter of Riddingrood. 
(The witnesses to this disposition of James, the father, and resignation of James, the 
eldest son, to John, the second son, on his marriage were David Rowan, merchant 
and burgess in Ayr, and Rice Greym, messenger and burgess of Ayr, Robert Camp- 
bell, merchant, and William Wilson, tailor, there. The same being written by 
James Hunter the Younger, and signed by him as agreeing to the same.)

Mr. Andrew Hunter, of Abbotshill, died March 22, 1770, and was succeeded by 
his eldest surviving son— 

IX, Rev. Andrew Hunter, D.D., of Abbotshill, which property he sold in 
1772, and purchased that of Barjarg, in Dumfriesshire, which had previously 
belonged to James Erskine, of Barjarg and Alva, one of the Lords of Session. 
Dr. Hunter was born at Edinburgh, February 15, 1744, and married, April 14, 1779; 
the Hon. Mainie Schaw, eldest daughter of William, sixth Lord Napier of Ettrick 
(she died October g. 1806). He was educated at the University of Edinburgh 
(D.D. February 18, 1779) and at Utrecht University, in Holland. Was Minister of 
the New Church, Dumfries, 1770-1779; of the New Greyfriars Church, Edinburgh, 
1779-1786; and of the Tron Church, Edinburgh, 1786. Was Professor of Divinity 
at Edinburgh University 1779-1809, Moderator of the General Assembly in 1792. 
In Grant’s ‘History of the University of Edinburgh,’ referring to Dr. Hunter, it 
says ‘that perhaps no man in a public station ever passed through life more 
respected or with a more unblemished reputation.’ A portrait of him in oils by 
Sir Henry Raeburn is at Barjarg Tower. This has been engraved in mezzotint. 
There are also etchings of him in Kay's ‘ Edinburgh Portraits,’ vol. i., p. 298, and vol. ii., 
p- 46, as well as a medallion by James Tassie, done in 1791. His family consisted of—

HUNTER OF BONNYTOUN AND DOONHOLM 


BONNYTOUN (AyRSHIRE). 


Tue first mention of Bonnytoun, which is in the parish of Ochiltree, appears to 
have been in the sixteenth century, when the property was in the possession of 
Josias Stewart, brother to Andrew, fourth Lord Ochiltree. He was also styled 
‘Josias Stewart of Blairquhan’ in a testamentary document in 1621 (Paterson's 
‘History of Ayrshire’). About the middle of the eighteenth century the property 
was acquired by John Hunter, W.S., the second son of Andrew Hunter, of Abbots- 
hill, and remained in the family till about the year 1860, when it was sold, together 
with the other family possessions. 


DOONHOLM (AYRSHIRE). 


The mansion house of Doonholm, to which an addition was built in 1818, is 

delightfully situated on a gentle eminence within a few yards of the Doon, four miles 
rom Ayr. It is surrounded by thriving plantations. and the garden and shrubbery 
walks skirt the margin of the river. The domain stretched along the banks of the 
Doon, and included the classic scenery connected with Burns’ monument. 

The lands of Doonholm, in the barony of Alloway, belonged to the town of Ayr 
previous to 1754, and were called Old Berriesden and Warlockholm. They were 
purchased by James Neill, of Ayr, who, in 1755, disposed of them to David Mitchell, 
of Ayr, and the latter in the same year sold them to William Fergusson of London, 
a relative of the Fergussons of Castlehill, Ayrshire. This gentleman had spent the 
greater part of his life as a medical practitioner in London, where he realized a 
considerable fortune. Ie was subsequently Provost of Ayr for a number of years. 
Upon the lands, which he greatly improved, he built the older portion of the present 
house, and gave the property the name of Doonholm. ; 

Between 1756 and 1766 he added to it the lands of Fauldhead, Whisknowe, 
South High Corton, High Broomberry-Yards, High Carcline, and South High Muir 
of Corton. On his death in 1776 Mr. William Fergusson left Doonholm, as well as 
these other properties, to his eldest daughter, Elizabeth, who afterwards, in 1780, 
married Malcolm Fleming of Barochan. 

From this gentleman Doonholm was purchased in 1783 by Mr. John Fergusson, 
merchant in Calcutta, and a nephew of Mr. William Fergusson, of Doonholm. He 
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made a handsome fortune, and was a great benefactor to the poor in Ayr. At his 
death in 1790 he left his estate to trustees, with directions to offer the Jands of 
Doonholm to the daughters of his uncle, Mr. William Fergusson, according to 
seniority. They were then acquired by Mrs. Fleming of Barochan, the eldest 
daughter, who sold them in 1796 to John Hunter, W.S., the husband of her sister, 
Mrs. Hunter of Bonnytoun, who added the lands of Alloway Croft, Hollybush, and 
Greenfield (now called Cambusdoon). All these properties were disposed of by 
the family in the middle of the nineteenth century. Doonholm itself was purchased 
by the late Lord Blackburn, one of Her Majesty’s judges, shortly after whose decease 
in 1896 the property was again sold.—Paterson’s ‘ History of Ayrshire.’ 


ARMORIAL BEARINGS. 


Different armorial bearings having been in use by members of the family (vide 
book-plates illustrated on frontispiece), and owing to the uncertainty existing as to 
which were the correct ones for the Doonholm branch, Mr. William Francis Hunter 
and his cousin, Mr. Andrew Alexander Hunter, grandsons of the late Mr. Andrew 
Hunter, of Doonholm, jointly petitioned the Lord Lyon King-of-Arms to 
matriculate their coat. Having gone fully into the matter, the Lord Lyon, on 
January 18, 1889, granted the following arms to be borne and used by the 
descendants of Mr. John Hunter, W-S., first of Bonnytoun and Doonholm : 


Arms: Argent, on a chevron azure between three hunting horns vert,. 
garnished and stringed gules, a crescent of the first. 

Crest: A stag’s head cabossed or. 

Motto: Vigilantia robur voluptas. 


LINEAGE. 


I, John Hunter, of Bonnytoun and Doonholm, was the second son ot Andrew 
Hunter, the eighth Laird of Abbotshill. He was born in 1746, and became a 
Writer to the Signet in 1769. He married, December 21, 1773, Jane, daughter and 
coheiress of William Fergusson, Esq., of Bonnytoun and Doonholm, by which 
union he acquired both properties. Bonnytoun had previously been purchased 
from Malcolm Fleming, Esq., of Barochan Tower, Renfrewshire, whose wife was a 
sister of Mrs. John Hunter. He, Mr. Hunter, also acquired the property of Holly- 
bush, in the parish of Dalrymple, in 1797. By his wife, who was born 1752, and died 
July 4, 1838, he had the following issue :

Mysore, 1835-1837. His war services include the Battle of Kirkee, 
against the Mahrattas, on November 5, 1817, for which he was 
awarded the Indian Medal, with clasp inscribed ‘ Kirkee.’ He also 
distinguished himself in the suppression of the Kanara Insurrection 
in 1837, for which he received the thanks of the Governor-General 
of India. Colonel Hunter died at Cheltenham on September 14, 
1865, and was buried, on September 21, in Shurdington Church- 
yard, near Cheltenham.

Il. Andrew Hunter, of Bonnytoun and Doonholm, born at Edinburgh, August 7, 
1776. In a document in his handwriting he states that in 1791 he went to sea, 
much against the inclination of his friends, and sailed from Greenock in the 
Countess of Haddington for the West Indies and America, and after an absence of 
seventeen months returned to Greenock. In September, 1793, he joined the Royal 
William at Spithead as midshipman, and in October he was drafted to the Resistance 
(forty-four guns, Captain Pakenham), and sailed in November for the Cape and East 
Indies, accompanied by the Orpheus (frigate, Captain Newcombe), and Centurion (fifty 
guns, Captain Osborne), and while cruising off the Mauritius captured a French fifty- 
gun ship and several small vessels. In June, 1794, while cruising in the Straits of 
Malacca, they seized a French twenty-gun ship, and Mr. Hunter was sent as one of 
the officers in charge. After arriving at Calcutta, he was ‘recommended to the 
house of Messrs. Fairlie, Gilmore, and Co., which step I repented all my life, as I 
was fond of the navy ; but it was at the request of my father, whose advice formerly 
I had totally neglected, and was determined now to follow it.’ Mr. Hunter, 
however, does not appear to have remained long in the business, as in December, 
1794, he again went to sea on board the Dolphin (Captain Hunter) as third officer, 
and sailed for the Malabar Coast, returning to Calcutta in May, 1795, when he left 
the ship, which, after starting on her next voyage, was never again heard of. He 
continued at sea, making voyages to the Straits Settlements, China, Ceylon, Burma, 
and other places; but in May, 1803, his ship was captured by a French privateer, 
and he was landed at Analaboo, a Malay settlement, where he lived for six weeks, 
and in July was taken off by an American vessel, and went to Muckee, where he 
heard of a Captain Petbury having been stabbed by the natives at Soosu, and his 
ship in their possession. Mr. Hunter then set off in an open boat to retake the ship, 
but was unfortunately blown off the shore and picked up by an American vessel, 
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which succeeded in retaking the ship, and brought her to Sappanooly. During 
Mr. Hunter’s next voyage, in July, 1806, his vessel was captured by the French 
frigate La Similliante (forty guns, Captain Motard), and in September he was landed 
at the Isle of Bourbon, and in November taken to the Isle of France (now called 
Mauritius). On May 7, 1807, he sailed from the Isle of France in command of 
the Danish ship Catharina (formerly an English Indiaman) for Tranquebar, where he 
arrived on May 29, and gave up the command. After remaining in India for four 
months, he sailed for England, where he arrived in March, 1808. In July, 1808, he 
joined the Ayrshire Regiment as a Captain at Gosport, and marched to Horsham, in 
Sussex, in October following. After some time spent in Scotland, he again joined 
the regiment in February, 1809, at Silver Hill Barracks, Sussex. In August he was 
in Scotland, and rejoined the regiment in October at Musselburgh, finally resigning 
in January, 1810. Mr. Hunter was a Deputy-Lieutenant for the county of Ayr, and 
was gazetted Captain of the 2nd (or Cunningham and Cumnock) Ayrshire Yeomanry 
Cavalry on June 28, 1821. The following is an inscription on a silver snuff-box 
given to him: ‘ Presented to Captain Hunter by the Cumnock Troop of Yeomanry 
Cavalry as a mark of esteem, February 8, 1828.’ 

Mr. Hunter, in 1830, added Greenfield (now called Cambusdoon), which was 
purchased from Lord Alloway, to the Doonholm property. He married, on April 21, 
1814, Helen, eldest daughter of John Campbell, Esq., of Ormidale, Argyllshire, by 
whom, who was born December 13, 1788, died in London, February 24, 1876, and 
buried at Brompton Cemetery, he had—

BLAIRQUHAN CASTLE (AyRsuHIRE). 


BLAIRQUHAN is some thirteen miles from Ayr, and seven miles from Maybole, and, 
till the end of the eighteenth century, belonged to the family of Whiteford, who 
had acquired it in Charles II.’s time from the old possessors, the Kennedys of 
Blairquhan, a principal branch of the family of Kennedy, Earls of Cassillis, from 
whom the Hunter-Blairs are maternally descended. 

The old castle of Blairquhan appears to have been an irregular building of large 
size, and at the period when it was erected, a great part about the year 1570, in the 
reign of Queen Mary, of considerable magnificence. The most ancient part is said 
by tradition to have been built by the McQuirters, and supposed to be of remote 
antiquity. All that remained of it was a square tower, which bore the name of 
McQuirter’s Tower. The building had become a total ruin when removed by Sir 
David Hunter-Blair, Bart., in 1824. 

The present mansion was designed by Mr. William Burn, of Edinburgh, and is 
a specimen of the architecture of Henry VII.’s time. 

Some curious sculptured stonework, as windows, mouldings, etc., of the ancient 
castle was preserved, and has been disposed around the inside of the kitchen court 
with good effect. 

The grounds lie beautifully situated on both sides of the river Girvan. 

A picture of Blairquhan Castle, drawn by J. P. Neale, and engraved by 
H. Bond, in 1826, is given in Neale’s ‘ Views of the Seats of Noblemen and 
Gentlemen.’

Kay, in his ‘ Portraits,’ says: ‘As a magistrate, he was upright, liberal, and dis- 

interested. His talents were of the highest order—to an unwearied application he 

united great knowledge of the world, sagacity in business, and soundness of under- 
standing—and he died unusually respected.’ Hunter Square and Blair Street in 

Edinburgh were named after him. Etchings of him appear in Kay’s ‘ Portraits,’ 

vol. i, pp. 62 and 251.

He was appointed Aide-de-Camp to 
Sir Hew Dalrymple on that General assuming the command in 
Portugal ; but, on the army advancing into Spain, he became Aide- 
de-Camp to the Earl of Hopetoun, and was present at the affair of 
Lugo and Battle of Corunna (January 16, 1$09). In April, 1809, 
he re-embarked for Portugal, as a Major of Brigade, with the corps 
under Lord Hill, and was present with Sir Alan.Cameron’s Brigade 
at the capture of Oporto, affair of Salamonde, and Battle of Talavera 
(July 27 and 28, 180g), where he was severely wounded, and, being 
taken prisoner in hospital, he was not liberated until the end of that 
war in 1814, when he obtained the rank of Major, ante-dated to 
May 30, 1811; also the C.B., and the Peninsula War Medal with four 
clasps. In December, 1814, he sailed, as Major of Brigade, with the 
force destined for New Orleans; but, this corps being recalled, he 
was transferred to the Staff in Flanders, and appointed to the Light 
Brigade under Sir Frederick Adam, and was severely wounded at 
Waterloo on June 18, 1815, for which battle he received the rank of 
Lieut.-Colonel, the Waterloo Medal, and was also appointed Assist- 
ant-Adjutant-General to Sir Thomas Brisbane’s Division.

HUNTER OF AUCHTERARDER. 


AUCHTERARDER (PERTHSHIRE). 


Untit the reign of King Robert the Bruce the Barony of Auchterarder belonged 
to the Crown. During his reign it became the property of Sir William de Montifex, 
appointed Justiciar of Scotland in 1332. The family was of Norman extraction ; 
they had estates in England, and a branch settled in Scotland, where Sir William de 
Montifex had large possessions, being not only proprietor of the Barony of Auchte- 
rarder, but of Cargill and other lands in Perthshire. He had three daughters. To 
his eldest daughter, Marie, he left the estates of Auchterarder and Cargill (Stobhall). 
She married Sir John Drummond, the seventh Thane of Lennox, ancestor of the 
Earls of Perth, in 1360. His eldest daughter, Annabella, married King Robert IIL, 
and was crowned with him at Scone in 1390. His great-great-grandson, Sir John 
Drummond, was created Lord Drummond in 1487.. He married Margaret, daughter 
of Alexander, Duke of Albany, and grand-daughter of James Il. of Scotland, and 
was succeeded by his great-grandson David, second Lord Drummond, whose second 
son, the Hon. David Drummond, was created Lord Maderty. His daughter, the 
Hon. Catherine Drummond, great - great - grand-daughter of James IV., married 
Andrew, first Lord Rollo. The Drummond Estates, including Auchterarder, were 
forfeited to the Crown in 1747, but restored in 1785 to Captain James Drummond, 
73rd Regiment of Highlanders, the nearest heir male to Lord John Drummond, in 
whom the estates were forfeited. He was created Lord Perth in 1797, and shortly 
thereafter disposed of the Barony of Auchterarder to the Hon. Basil Cochrane, son 
of Thomas, eighth Earl of Dundonald, by whose trustees it was sold to Lieut.-Colonel 
James Hunter in 1831, who thus became the owner of an estate which had belonged 
to his ancestors for 500 years, he being a lineal descendant: of Sir John Drummond, 
Thane of Lennox, who, in 1360, married Marie de Montifex, heiress of the Barony of 
Auchterarder, Colonel Hunter's father, Captain Patrick Hunter, having married the 
Hon. Jean Rollo, daughter of James, seventh Lord Rollo, descended from Andrew, 
first Lord Rollo, and the Hon. Catherine Drummond, his wife, daughter of James, 
first Lord Maderty, second son of David, second Lord Drummond. 

Lieut.-Colonel James Hunter erected the mansion at Auchterarder. On his 
death in 1874 he left the estate to his nephew, Major Patrick Hunter, who, in 1887, 
sold it to the late Mr. James Reid, Lord Dean of Guild of Glasgow.
